Colonel  Urella  called  my  office  shortly  before  4:GC  ? „M 
Wednesday,  May  10th , to  advise  me  that  there  was  a tense  situatioi 
and  around  the  campus  at  Pennsylvania  State  University. 

In  compliance  with  your  Executive  Order,  the  Colonel  fe 
it  was  necessary  for  him  to  advise  us,  because  the  possibility  exist 
that  we  may  have  to  commit  Pennsylvania  State  Policemen  in  order  tc 
aid  either  the  University  officials  or  the  Borough  of  State  College  of 

I immediately  went  to  your  office,  and  we  briefly  discus 
the  matter  in  the  presence  of  Jim  Dorris,  who  happened  to  be  tit  ere  c 
another  matter.  You  asxea  me  to  go  to  trie  area  irnmea  lately  by  State 
helicopter  in  order  to  personally  survey  the  situation. 

While  I was  in  your  oitice , we  called  Commissioner  ure 
who  briefed  you  on  the  situation. 
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me  that  ns  was  sending  a^ong  oOxonsl  Graci  to  accompany  me  sm  to  ass^Si. 
Major  Rice , wno  wss  tnen  at  tns  scene,  am  is  tne  area  0 omrnc.no er . I asxeo. 
that  Dorris  accompany  me. 

The  helicopter  left  Harrisburg  shortly  after  5:30  P.M.  and  flew 
directly  to  the  Rockview  Driver  Examination  Point,  which  was  then  being 
used  as  a staging  area  for  the  State  Policemen  tnat  were  being  coiled  on 
special  duty.  Approximately  150  State  Police  Officers  had  been  ordered  to 
report  immediately  for  possible  assignment  in  State  College. 

Other  platoons  were  placed  on  alert  for  possible  duty. 

There  was  never  an  official  statement  made  from  this  office 
about  my  departure  for  State  College.  As  a matter  of  fact,  it  was  our  hope 
that  it  could  be  kept  reasonably  quiet  because  we  wanted  to  minimize  any 
possibility  of  state  intervention.  Apparently,  someone  discovered  that  I 
had  left  for  State  College  and  the  news  services  reported  that  facto 

We  arrived  at  the  staging  point  at  about  6:2  5 ?oM0  and  spent 
about  half-an-hour  there  awaiting  the  return  of  Major  Rice,  who  had  gone 
into  State  College  to  personally  survey  the  situation.  U.pon  the  return  of 
Major  Rice  and  Lt.  Kimmel,  the  officer  in  charge  at  Rockview,  we  left  to 
go  into  State  College.  Present  in  the  car  were  Lt.  Kimmel,  Major  Rice, 

Colonel  Graci,  Jim  Dorris,  Jim  Cox,  the  Public  Information  Officer  for  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Police,  and  myself.  The  time  would  be  about  7:00  P0M. 

On  our  way  from  Rockview  to  State  College,  we  were  advised 
by  State  Police  radio  that  Chief  Straley  of  the  State  College  Police  Depart- 
ment was  coming  to  Rockview  to  meet  with  us.  By  radio  we  advised  the 
Chief  to  stand  by  at  a meeting  point  just  outside  State  College.  We  stopped 
there  and  talked  briefly  with  the  Chief.  He  was  accompanied  by  one  other 
person  from  the  State  College  Police  Department.  We  left  that  meeting  point 
and  headed  directly  to  the  College  for  a meeting  with  College  officials. 

We  took  one  brief  detour  when  I asked  Lt.  Kimmel  to  drive  by 
the  scene  before  we  met  with  State  College  officials.  We  did  not  stop  at 
the  scene,  merely  drove  by.  At  that  time  there  were  somewhere  between 
150  to  200  students  who  had  taken  up  vigil  around  the  facilities  at  the  Ordinance 
Research  Laboratory,  and  another  building  that  is  referred  to  on  the  campus 
as  the  Water  Tunnel. 


We  then  proceeded  to  Old  Main  and  met  immediately  with  a 
group  of  officials  from  State  College,  headed  by  Dr.  Russell  Larson,  the

who  xs  iuean  ox  Students,  an  attorney  oy  tne  ns m g gi  P/lcQuaiae,  wno 
represents  the  College , George  McCorkel,  who  is  in  charge  of  College 
security,  and  a man  by  the  name  of  Zeily,  who  is  Vice  President  in  charge 
of  finance . Chief  Straley  also  took  part  in  the  meeting. 


I advised  both  the  University  officials  and  Chief  Straley  of  oar 
general  position  in  committing  Commonwealth  forces  in  these  kinds  of 
situations.  I made  it  very  clear  to  them  that  we  respected  the  sanctity  of 
their  individual  institutions,  and  that  we  would  not  move  in  until  the  request 
was  made  by  them  for  assistance. 

I pointed  out  our  own  policy  as  it  relates  to  handling  these  kinds 
of  things,  and  then  I suggested,  that  inasmuch  as  we  may  have  to  come  in, 
we  generally  get  all  of  our  facts  straight  and  talk  over  some  future  strategy. 
They  all  agreed.  We  then  took  the  time  to  carefully  review  what  had  happened 
that  afternoon,  which  was  Wednesday.  From  my  notes,  the  general  concensus 
was  that  this  incident  began  with  a 12:30  rally  in  front  of  Old  Main. 


One  of  tne  chxei  instigators  was  a orotessor  oy  tne  Flame  01 
Welles  Keddie.  Keddie  has  had  a dispute  with  the  college  about  his  own 
personal  tenure,  which  the  University  has  lifted.  It  is  my  understanding  that 
he  will  leave  the  University  on  June  1st.  He  is  not  a very  popular  feelow 
with  the  University  officials  and  I done  know  what  his  motivation  was,  but 
apparently  he  v/as  able  to  steam  up  a pretty  good  rally. 

This  group  moved  from  the  location  at  Old  Main  to  the  Ordinance 
Research  Laboratory.  About  7G0  had  gathered  at  the  rally  in  front  of  Old 
Main.  When  the  crowd  arrived  at  the  Ordinance  Research  Laboratory,  it 
was  estimated  at  a maximum  of  2000. 

Sometime  during  the  course  of  the  demonstration,  it  was  decided 
among  other  things  to  block  route  322  at  a number  of  different  points,  and  to 
conduct  a general  protest  parade  through  town,  over  College  Avenue  and  Atherton 
Avenue . 

There  were  actually  three  incidents  that  occurred  in  connection 
with  the  Wednesday  demonstration. 


The  first  took  place  at  a location,  called  Cherry  Lane  on  route  322  . 
Apparently  this  point  'was  chosen  because  the  State  College  police  successfully 
re-routed  traffic  through  town  and  they  moved  out  into  a township,  which  made 
it  difficult  for  traffic  to  be  re-routed. 
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diSaOiSQ  it  by  removing  a distnouLor  cop.  xnis  was  tne  jurisdiction  of  tne 
Pennsylvania  State  Police,  ana  xV.ajor  Rxce  and  x^..  Ainimei  went  co  tne  scene. 


According  to  their  repo.t  to  ns  ^ aoout  to  j persons  were  mvoiveo 
and  they  had  stopped  the  school  bus  and  a fair-sized  xine  of  traffic  had 
gathered  behind  them.  When  Maj or  Rice  became  concerned  about  the 
possibility  of  serious  inconvenience  and  the  danger  of  having  the  road 
blockea  because  mere  were  cnncren  on  tne  other  oases  , ana  some  persons 
may  be  sick*  he  called  Rockview  for  fifteen  State  Policemen.  Just  before  the 
policemen  arrived,  Welles  Keddie  arrived  on  the  scene  and  asked  Major  Rice 
for  identification.  Major  Rice  advised  him  that  they  were  in  violation  of  the 
law,  and  it  v/as  our  intention  to  see  to  it  that  the  street  was  open. 

Keddie  said  they  did  not  desire  to  be  arrested,  and  confronted 
with  the  proper  authority,  they  took  a vote  among  themselves  and  agreed  that 
they  would  move  aside  and  vacate  the  street. 

They  did  so  before  our  State  Police  contingent  arrived,  and  the 
Major  and  Lt.  Kirnmel  disbanded  our  forces  by  radio. 

The  second  incident  occurred  in  town  and  out  of  cur  jurisdiction 
and  I am  not  certain  of  the  facts  0 Apparently,  a lady  who  worked  at  a trucking 
company  had  gone  into  town  to  deposit  some  money  in  the  bank  and  became 
frightened  when  she  saw  the  crowd.  She  returned  to  the  garage  and  reported 
the  fact  to  some  men  who  worked  there.  Four  or  five  of  them  took  one  of  the 
trucks  and  decided  to  go  into  town  and  break  through  the  barricade. 

An  incident  occurred,  which  v/as  handled  by  the  Borough  police. 
One  non-student  anti-demonstrator  was  arrested,  and  I understand  Keddie 
subsequently  filed  charges  against  him.  I am  not  certain  as  to  the  outcome 
of  that  because  it  v/as  beyond  our  jurisdiction  and  we  had  not  been  called  in. 

The  third  incident  occurred  about  4:30  ?.M0  when  the  200-plus 
university  personnel  had  to  leave  the  Laboratory.  While  there  some  minor 
inconvenience,  I understand  no  one  was  injured. 


Everybody  at  the  meeting  at  the  University  that  night  generally 


agreea  to  those  facts.

Two  general  things  were  agreed  to  that  night  at  the  meeting. 


One  was  that  the  police  author!: 


j waetner  tney  he  otate  College  police  or 


State  Police,  would  see  to  it  that  the  roads  remain  open. 

The  other  general  agreement  was  that  the  Research  Laboratory 
would  probably  remain  closed  all  day  Thursday.  The  College  officials 
apparently  made  this  decision  prior  to  my  arrival.  As  a matter  of  fact., 
McQuaide,  the  lawyer,  said  that  he. felt  it  wasrht  wise  to  risk  the  200 
people  just  to  prove  a point  and  open  the  Research  Laboratory. 


That  meeting  ended  on  a very  friendly  and  cooperative  note,  and 
we  agreed  to  keep  in  very  close  touch  with  each  other. 

Drc  Larson  told  me  as  I left  that  he  would  contact  Dr.  Oswald 
and  explain  to  him  that  things  had  quieted  down  and  appeared  to  be 
reasonably  under  control. 


Our  own  reaction  was  such  that  Major  Rice  notified  Harrisburg 
and  asked  them  to  stop  some  additional  State  Troopers  that  apparently  had 
already  been  dispatched. 

We  took  the  time  to  quietly  have  dinner.  I made  my  phone  call 
report  to  you,  talked  to  John  Pittenger,  and  then  left  to  go  with  Colonel 
Graci  and  Major  Rice  to  spend  the  night  at  the  Milesburg  Barracks  of  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Police. 


I dispatched  Jim  Dorris  back  to  the  campus  because  he  felt  it 
would  be  valuable  to  spend  part  of  the  night  talking  with  some  of  the  students 
and  student  leaders  in  an  effort  to  get  some  feel  of  what  might  happen  the 
following  morning.  The  students  had  left  it  very  clear  in  everybody’s  mind 
that  they  intended  to  remain  around  the  Ordinance  Research  Laboratory  and 
to  block  access  to  it  in  order  to  keep  it  closed. 


We  got  up  at  5:00  A.M.  on  Thursday  morning.  I had  one  telephone 
call  from  a radio  station  in  Altoona.  1 spoke  briefly  with  the  reporter  and 
did  my  very  best  to  minimize  the  situation.  Colonel  Gracey,  Major  Rice 
and  I had  breakfast  in  Bellefonte  and  then  went  immediately  to  the  State 
Police  Barracks  at  Rockview,  which  was  then  being  used  as  a staging  area 
for  State  Police  Officers. 
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standby  at  the  Rockview  Barracks  0 We  arrived  at  the  Rockview  Barracks 
at  6:30  in  the  morning. 

According  to  a later  report  from  Jim  Dorris , the  crowd  varied 
up  to  about  2u0  tor  most  or  tne  nignt  ana  beca.!  to  diminish  at  about  4:o0  xn.xH 
Our  report  at  6:3c  m txne  morning  inaicatec.  tnat  a cout  3o  to  40  pickets  nad 
remained  there  alnight  and  were  maintaining  a vigil.  It  is  our  understanding 
that  they  did  permit  some  food  se.vice  e.Txployees  access  to  a parking  lot 
behind  the  laboratory  on  Thursday  .morning  when  they  identified  themselves . 

Shortly  before  7:00 , Mayor  Rice  received  a call  from  the  security 
man  on  the  University  and  was  advised  that  they  planned  on  going  over  to 
the  Research  Lab  and  opening  it  up  that  morning.

That  caxme  as  a surprise  to  us,  and  when  Lt.  Kimmel  came  back 
into  the  roo.m  he  also  expressed  surprise  because  it  was  our -clear  under- 
standing that  the  operatiCxU  of  the  Research  Laboratory  would  be  sacrificed 
during  Txnurscay  in  the  interest  or  maintaining  some  type  01  caxm  througnout 
this  tense  period. 

As  a matter  of  fact,  Lt0  Kimmel  went  so  far  as  to  call  the 
security  man  who  he  apparently  knows  from  his  long  service  there  and 
inquire  as  to  whether  or  not  there  hadn’t  been  so.me  breakdown  in  communic- 
ations. As  I recall  the  security  man  said  he  would  check  with  his  superiors 
to  see  whether  there  was  a misunderstanding. 

We  then  departed  (myself,  Graci,  Rice,  Dorris  and  Cox)  for 
tne  State  College  yciice  Headquarters  0 

We  arrived  there  at  about  8:00  A0M.  to  check  in  with  Chief 
Straley.  We  explained  to  Chief  Straley  that  we  had  some  indicating  that 
the  University  may  try  to  open  the  Research  Lab,  and  he  too  expressed  some 
surprise  because  it  was  his  understanding  that  they  would  not  do  that. 


The  point  I wish  to  make  here  is  somebody  at  the  University 
made  a decision  between  our  meeting  Wednesday  night  and  7:00  in  the 
morning  to  open  that  Laboratory.  I have  no  quarrel  with  their  right  to 
make  the  decision,  but  they  certainly  didn't  consult  with  me  or  with  the 
x ennsylvania  S^ate  Puiice,  or  witn  the  utate  College  poll

At  8:45  A.M.  Chief  Straley  was  advised  officially  by  phone 
that  a contingent  of  security  guards  were  going  to  the  laboratory  to  confront 
the  demonstrators  with  the  threat  of  arrest  for  trespassing  if  they  did  not 
stand  by  and  permit  personnel  to  go  into  the  laboratory.  We  merely  accepted 
the  notification,  nad  no  comment,  a no  got  into  an  sutomooxle  anc  arove  over 
accompanied  by  Chief  Straley,  for  the  purpose  of  observing  this  to  see  what 
the  effect  may  be  . 

We  positioned  ourselves  in  the  wrong  spot  because  the  actual 
entrance  was  made  in  the  part  of  the  building  that  was  not  within  our  sight. 
We  did  observe  the  demonstrators  break  up  and  form  a parade  and  leave  the 
Research  Laboratory. 


We  went  around  the  back  of  the  Research  Laboratory,  and  our 
people  conferred  with  the  University  officials  and  discovered  that  they  had 
indeed  confronted  the  demonstrators,  threatened  them  with  arrest,  and 
possible  expulsion  from  the  school,  and  upon  the  threat,  these  demonstrate; 
disbanded  and  left. 


Apparently,  the  demonstrators  then  began  to  move  about  the 
campus  to  urge  students  to  attend  a special  rally  at  12:30  in  front  of  Old 
Main.  We  then  departed,  leaving  Jim  Dorris  in  town,  and  returned  to  the 
Rockview  Barracks  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Police. 

The  morning  was  relatively  quiet.  I had  two  telephone  calls. 
One  from  a public  information  officer  at  the  University  at  about  10:30  who 
wanted  to  issue  a statement  saying  that  I was  not  going  to  speak  at  the 
rally  at  12: 30  . 


Apparently  some  of  the  demonstrators  were  spreading  the  word 
around  the  campus  that  I was  going  to  appear  and  make  a statement.  I had 


not  been  invited  to  make  a statement,  and  I did  not  i 


incena  to  make  a state; me.. 


I told  the  University  Public  Information  Officer  that  I did  not 
want  him  to  say  that  I refused  to  make  a statement.  If  he  wished  to  advise

Colonel  Graci  and  I did  in  fact  go  to  Church.  V/e  left  the  Churci 
at  about  x2:40 , Prove  on  Route  c22  ahouna  me  campus  ana  m in g s were  very 
guiet  at  mat  time.  So  ouiet,  that  we  stoppea  at  ■McU'cnaia's  Hamburger 
Stand  ana  had  a hamburger  before  returning  to  Rcckview. 


We  arrived  at  the  Rockview  Barracks  shortly  after  1:00.  As 
we  drove  toward  Rockview,  v/e  detected  sene  traffic  on  the  radio  from 
Rcckview  in  an  effort  to  contact  Major  Rice.  We  dian;t  knov/  the  depth  of 


the  message  oecause  it  was  only  moments  later  mat 


we  arrived  at  Rockview-. 


Lt.  Kimmel  immediately  told  us  that  things  had  blown  up  in  State 
College , that  Chief  Straley  had  called  and  asked  for  our  support  because  the 
ae mon s tra tors  were  oack  out  on  Route  o2e  marenmg,  ana  reiusea  to  leave  me 
streets  at  his  direction. 


During  the  course  of  several  conversations  v/ith  Chief  Straley, 
Major  Rice  had  suggested  to  him  that  if  he  did  have  a confrontation,  that 
he  not  get  physically  involved  v/ith  the  demonstrators  because  his  manpower 
is  so  limited.  It  is  a 32-man  force,  and  he  was  using  somewhere  between 
8 to  10  men  on  the  street.  There  would  have  been  no  way  for  them  to  physical 
restrain  that  crowd. 

The  Major  had  suggested  that  if  he  aia  need  help,  feel  free  to 
call  us  and  v/e  will  come  to  his  assistance. 

While  we  pondered  what  to  do,  another  call  came  in  from  a 
Corporal  in  the  State  College  Police  Department  again  saying  that  things 
were  difficult. 


It  was  at  that  point  that  Colonel  Craci  and  Major  Rice  decided 
to  prepare  our  State  Police  Officers  and  load  them  into  three  buses.  They 
were  loaded  into  three  buses,  and  we  proceeded  the  buses  into  town  in  an 
auto  .mo  bile . 
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Rice  reports  to  me  tnat  a ic.rge  group  was  situing  on  tne  streei  near  tne  mam

At  this  point,  the  crowd  seemed  to  disperse  and  move  up  to  the 
campus  and  then  onto  the  campus.  They  were  still  very  well  organized, 
but  things  were  still  somewhat  sensitive. 

At  tnis  point,  a couple  or  tne  student  leecers , inciuamg  Tom 
Stiiatanio,  whom  I know  very  well,  and  who  understands  the  college  very 
well,  approached  me  and  said  that  it  would  be  a wise  thing  if  I would  take 
some  time  to  meet  with  several  students  leaders  0 

I told  them  I didn't  object  to  having  a meeting  with  them  and 
if  they  could  arrange  to  stay  off  the  streets,  I would  talk  with  them.  Jim 
Dorris,  Tom  Stiiatanio  and  one  of  the  undercover  State  Police  Officers, 
went  onto  the  campus  to  see  if  they  couldn't  find  some  responsible  student 
leaaers  in  oraer  to  nave  a sensioie  meeting. 


Dorris  returned  at  about  20  minutes  until  3:00  o'clock  along 
with  Stiiatanio  and  some  student  leaders.  They  advised  me  that  there 
would  be  a meeting  at  the  Hub,  which  is  some  sort  of  a student  meeting

Colonel  Craci  dispatched  two  State  Police  Officers  in  plain 
clothes  to  go  with  Jim  and  me  to  this  meeting. 


We  left  in  an  automobile,  and  as  we  pulled  out  onto  College 
Avenue  and  progressed  about  two  blocks  down  the  street,  we  saw  the  crowd 
coming  again.  Apparently,  they  had  left  the  campus  and  had  gone  out  onto 
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aavisea  tnem  of  tne  situation. 


Major  Rice  again  went  out  with  the  bullhorn  and  advised  them 
that  it  would  be  necessary  icr  them  to  vacate  tne  streets  . xiiere  was  some 
minor  movement  toward  doing  that.,  but  basically  they  just  walked  by  him 
and  on  up  to  an  area  closer  to  tne  Ordinance  ResesrCi'i  Laooratory.

The  buses  came  into  town,  and  the  State  Policemen  were 
aispatened  from  tne  buses  m a vacant  rot  just  ds»ow  tne  Ordinance  A\esearCi 
Laboratory. 


I p e a s on  a a a.  y s pxx  .a.  e w ax.  ixx  a a a e i G a a c l , a a a a.  a ^ icu  . ixi..  aa  xx  gg  ax  a 
n o x x.  a i x i — . m e n l n a a e a 1 1 x»  a a a a x < a aa  a o ? a . a e m a ..  ^ax  a n a x*  a . a c^  p a xx  r a a aIa  Ay  a aa  a aa  a xa 
further  with  some  possiOj.e  student  groups,  rxe  assured  me  thau  tne  mcopers 
wouid  not  oe  aispatCA'iea  unti*  tne  matter  naa  oeen  cleared  with  me . 


It  was  at  this  time  ^about  oiGu  r f k tnat  I oegan  a conversation 
with  some  student  leaders.  At  t.his  point  in  the  proceedLngs , our  people 
estimate  that  there  were  at  least  5,000  persons  gathered  o.n  the  street  and 
in  and  around  the  Ordinance  Research  Laboratory. 

It  should  be  noted  that  all  of  these  people  were  not  student 
protestors,  ihere  was  a lair  representation  or  community  peopAO  w no  could 
very  welx  have  oeen  on  tne  other  sioe  or  tne  Aeeger  in  case  some  kind  or  c. 
battle  broke  out. 


I talked  with  two  student  leaders  by  the  name  of  Mike  Shields, 
who  is  the  newly  elected  undergraduate  president,  5.00  a young  lady  by 
the  name  or  OeDoie  Garret,  w no  impressed  me  as  a seA'iously  peaceruA 
person  who  wanted  to  bring  some  o.~der  out  of  appeared  to  be  near  chaos . 
Also  Benson  Lickaig , w no  .s  Ai.e  new  sxuoeAnt  trustee  on  tne  elate  College 
Board . 


They  requested  permission  from  Ame  to  continue  marching 


around  the  streets  'in  State  ooriege.  I advised  mem  tnat  1 didn’t  .nave 
the  power  to  give  up  the  streets  in  State  College,  but  that  I would  confer 
with  Chief  Straley. 
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suggestion  fell  by  the  wayside. 
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we  move  our  discussions  in.o  one  of  the  ouses  so  txaat  we  couic  tain  in  a 
little  more  reasonec  anc  0Ux.n  atmospnere . 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  xrr.ost  of  the  troopers  by  this  time 
had  been  moved  back  Oxnto  the  buses  so  that  they  were  xnot  on  public  display* 
standing  at  attention  as  though  they  were  ready  to  go  plowing  into  the 
crowd*  although  they  were  quite  available. 

We  then  wexnt  omo  the  bus.,  and  just  a few  mhnutes  after  getthng 
onto  the  bus  Welles  Keddie  mace  ms  appearance,  rie  was  caliec  over  .o  tne 
bu s a nd  came  in s id e . 


My  recollection  or  Lne  conve rsoixCn  witn  x\eccie  is  tms.  Alter 
sufficiently  god-damning  and  sons -of-bitching  everybody  connected  with 
the  University*  he  insistec  txaat  we  close  cown  tne  Orcmance  xtesearcn 
Laboratory . 

I had  a couple  of  sharp  words  with  him*  but  that  isn't  important 
It  is  important  that  I told  hi*m  that  I didn't  have  tne  power  to  shut  down

Ordinance  Research  Laboratory*  as  a matter  of  fact*  we  don't  ruxn  Penns yivan 
State  University*  v/e  are  only  a minority  partner.  He  very  cleverly  advised 
me  that  we  give  them  sufficient  funds  to  exercise  control  over  them*  and  if 
we  waxited  to*  we  could  budge  Oswald. 

He  then  suggested  that  we  close  the  Laboratory  down  for  a week 
in  order  to  give  them  a symbolic  victory.  1 told  him  that  he  was  now  getting 
within  the  realm  of  reason*  and  that  that  was  something  that  I would  be  glad 
to  take  up . 

He  wanted  me  then  to  go  out  into  the  crowd  and  promise  them 
that  I would  discuss  the  matter  with  Oswald  and  I refused  to  do  that. 


I told  him  that  I had  no  Lntexnti 
bullshit  that  crowd.  If  I were  going  to  do 
them  what  I was  going  to  do  and  then  do  it 


on  of  going  out  and  trying  to 
anything*  it  would  be  to  tell 
. It  was  at  this  point  that  I 
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Upon  your  instructions , I went  back  on  the  bus  and  talked  with 
the  representative  group.  I told  them  that  I had  spoken  with  you.-  and  you 
had  ordered  the  laboratory  closed  for  Friday  and  they  were  pleased. 


I also  told  them  that  the  University  had  expressed  some  strong 
concerns  that  they  would  now  move  to  Old  Main  and  to  the  ROTC  Building 
and  to  other  buildings.  They  assured  me  that  they  would  not  do  this.  Ail 
they  wanted  was  the  one  day  symbolic  victory , which  in  effect  represented 
a weekendss  closing,  and  they  felt  the  crowd 
basis .

Chief  Straley  was  then  permitted  to  make  a very  strong  statement 
to  the  group  on  the  bus . Fie  said  that  while  he  accepted  what  we  decided  to 
do,  ne  w as  nui  necesoo  r j.i.  y wi  un  xt , cnu  tn  c y no  u to  unac.oto.-o  iuo  i 

it  was  his  intention  to  maintain  law  and  order  in  State  College.  I didn:t  obje 
to  his  making  the  statement. 

The  laders  then  asked  me  if  I would  convey  your  message  to  the 
students.  I walked  through  the  crowd  and  was  accompanied  by  one  plain 
clothesman;  went  into  the  center  of  the  crowd , took  the  bullhorn  and  as  I 
recall  it,  advised  them  of  our  own  feelings  on  the  President’s  action.  That 
received  applause. 


Number  two,  that  you  had  asked  Dr.  Oswald  to  close  the 
operations  of  the  Laboratory  for  Friday.  That  is  all  I told  them.  I didn't 
enter  into  any  argument  with  them.  I wasn’t  going  to  quarrel  with  them. 

The  crowd  reaction  v/as  rather  mixed.  There  were  some  people 
who  thought  that  was  a lousy  deal,  and  there  were  some  who  yelled  for  the 
continue tion  oi  Leddie  as  a processor  at  S lU te  College. 

It  v/as  at  this  point  that  Mike  Shields,  the  student,  took  the 
oulihom  ano  supported  my  position.  S..ielas  mace  some  minor  neaciway,  out 
Welles  Keddie  was  not  to  be  found.  Fie  was  standing  on  the  side  of  the 
crowd,  and  I frankly  think  would  ’ 1 ^ -x

Dorris  and  I,  in  the  company  of  the  undercover  man  at  the 
Conege , then  proceedeo  directly  to  Oia  jVlain  to  a meeting  with  Dr.  Oswald 0 
X had  a long  conversation  with  Dr.  Oswald.,  told  him  what  I had  done,  made 
clear  our  uncerstanding  or  what  tney  would  do  at  the  Laooratory,  and  ex- 
changed some  other  views  with  him  about  what  happened.  If  you  will  recall, 
I had  Dr.  Oswald  call  you,  we  had  a 3 -way  conversation,  yen  read  to  him 
the  statement  you  intended  ..o  issue , ne  approved.  He  read  tne  brier  stareme. 
he  intended  to  issue,  you  approved  it. 


. I then  returned  to  the  Rockview  Barracks  oi 
Police  and  took  a helicopter  home .
